We learn further, that beiidea thia im- 
mense eiistinar maaa of pauperism and 
wretchedneat, there ia going on a per- 
petual increase of the evil, every ofay pro- 
ducing ISO fie if, paupers, making a 
yearly addition, of 65,000 to the mass of 
destitution ! 

Turning from ihe United Kingdom to 
her coloniei, frOW the scene of misery 
to inlente and so awfully accumulating to 
the aaylums in which a 'sriie proportion 
of the sufferert might ftnd permanent re- 
lief, the Memorial ihowa, that of the total 
etportt from the former about ooe-lhild 
is taken by Ihe latter, and the remaining 
InO'thirdf by the lett of the world. Bui 
though the world takra only double the 
amount takru by Uritish colonies, thtt 
eice it it greatly ieduced by the fact (h*< 
one-half of it consists of goodt either 
wholly unmanufactured, or merely re- 
exported, or such as go lo be used in 
foreign manufactures; while the eiporlt 
to the colonies an chiefly of *ianufactvrrt 
cuHTpfefeaf. 

Comparing the consumption of British 
raports by foreign atatea with that by 
British « tames, the difference it 
prodigiously in favour of Ihe 
latter , and comparing the con - 
sumption of Ausfatia with that of 
other colonies, Ihe diffriencc it larvrly in 
favour of the former. Thus Prussia, 
Hoists, France, and Ihe United Stelei, 
coDiumi un the average is. Id. per head 
or their populations* , while Canada, 
Ihe West Indict, the Cape of Good Hope, 
and Australia, consume £4 Is. Id. The

Bslimiting the relative value, to Great 
Britain, of colonial commerce, afr. 
Kujoir, now Under becretary of 
.Slate at the Colonial Office, 
is said to have ttaled the extraordinary 
fact, that " with a population of fr« than 
an eiffhH of Ihe ulJer Nut th American 
poonlatiou, the Australian colonies have 
alriJlwuh this country [Kngland) which 
eicceedi ihe former value of the other by 
•tore (ia* is million nfrliag. " 

But while Australia it thus shown to 
consume more largely of British produce, 
she it shown aLao lo supply, in return, the 
largest amount of raw material in Ihe 
principal and oldest of British manu- 
factures, f)f the whole quantity or wools 
iutpurted into tfngland, Australia suppliea 
one-third. This, however, it not the full 
ettent <f the conl-ihiition ; fur "the 
Australian wool, bring of a quality 
different from the Britiah. tncQnragri 
rathet i inn excludes ihe use of the taller 
inasmuch aa the British wool could 
not be tiled lo txleuiive 1) , 
were it not for Um admitlvrt 
wili (*# f*t Aiafr&tia*. Jf, therefisre, 
Australian wools deteriorate in quality, or 
diminish in quantity, from the scarcity uf 
labour, Krilish woollen manufactures 
must telatisely decline, to the loss alike 
of the giower and the artificer." 

Comparing the amount of emigration 
tn North America with that to Australia, 
we learn from the Memorial that in nine 
m out hi of the year 1847, 340,000 souls 
—-equal lo ihe entire population of New 
Holland— had landed on the other aide of 
the Atlantic ; white not HOO had gone to 
■sew boulh Wake. We learn alto, thai 
of the persona whu.during the lasltwenly- 
two years, have emigrated lo Brilish 
North America, between one -fourth ami 
one -half have cruised the frontier, and 
settled in the United Suits ; iod LbaJ 
of late yean, sixty-five per cent, or 
the whole Briti-h emigration, with a 
vast amount of ftttiafa capital, have Bel- 
lied in the great republic. And it ia 
tbown.lhat if the 800,000 who in twenty- 
two years have gone to the United Stale » 
had it tiled in Australia, they would have 
con ruined (at Li I0i. per head) of 
British produce £8,000,000 j while in the 
Statea they have contumed un the average

Touching the rtlalife txjiensf of the 
voyage lo Canada and lo New Hon lb 
Wale i, we ire informed that although the 
voyage across the Atlantic may be niaiir 
fur £b or £ti, Ihe expense has nol ended 
on the emigrant's reaching the shore -, so 
tint i» i> the very tuwett calculation, and 
atflO nearer the actual coil, of the emi- 
grant lo Canada before he obtain a 
employment. And ut are informed, fnr- 
ther,tliatat the present lime ihipt tie 
cfaanend by the Km ig ration Commit- 
tionera to convey emigranta to Sydney 
and Fort Phillip at CI I ft*, 3d., and £ lo 
lot. per head. "Therefore," It ia well 
argued, " Ihe expense of sending colonists 
to Australia, where ihey get immediate 
employment, it very little more than the 
toil attending their letllemtnl in British 
North America." 

And then again II is urge J, that " tf 
reproduction be any criterion of the raloe 
of industry, it it ihe bast economy i« 
send the emigrant lo New South Wales ; 
inasmuch aa he repays hit paaasge-muney 
more quickly, whether we estimate hit 
value to reproductive labour, in contri- 
bution to Ihe colonial revenue, or in the 
consumption of British manufacture*." 
Taking the lattet at the tmt e of repay- 
ment, it it thown, from the data we 
have already quoted, that the emi- 
grant to New South Wales repays hit 
passsge money within ftfto years ; the emi- 
grant lo Canada in Jirt years j aud>tlie 
emigrant to the United 1 1*1 et m 
years. 

Such is a rapid epitome of tome of the 
moreforcibe itatetnenls in t h it in aster 1) 
paper. It ia pregnant with moinenlo it 
facta i it establishes irrcaiatible coaclu* 
aiona ; it points lo future conseijuencrt 
in which Kngland, not Iraslh&n Anslralia. 
has a deep, a vital interest. Mr. S- . 
in putting forth this elaborate clpon lion 
oflrulhato seldom heard, and so imper- 
fectly understood, by rJrilish statesmen, 
has entitled himself to the thanltt uf ftxt 
Msjitiv's Government, to the rameil 
coniidrralion of Parlianienl, and to lin 
lasting gratitude of these colonies.
